It is not. hick but pluck that leads to suc- 
coes. IJe earned the name of the Silent 


Man, 
because he always thought twice 


btforo he spoke. Ho was a man of great 
self-control. The speaker here analyzed 
the character ot tho deceased and pro- 
nounced his !ifo worttiy of imitation by 
the youth ot the land who are ambitious 
to attain greatness. Grant litauds out as 
the great soldier. 
We honor him for his 


bruviiry—for the character of his bravery. 
Lie fought for patriotism, nnd he believed 
in tha principles for whioh he led armies 
to victory. He fought for liberty. Gen. 
Grant lived in a critical pjriod, other- 
wise bis grand character and powers 
might not have been known; but ho wns 
equal to the occasion, ntid came out of 
the great struggle victorious nnd honored 
by the nation. The cause of liberty for 
which Grant fonght had its birth in En- 
gland 2'2,r) years ago, when people met and 
conferred together quietly, planning to 
seek a now land whore they would not be 
oppressed. These people embarked in 
the Mayllower and landed at Plymouth 
Hock Dec. 22, 1020. They erected tho 
standard of liberty and ollered prayers of 
thanksgiving. About the time the May- 
llower sailed from England the flave- 
catcher's ship was en the const of Africa 
It sailed for America with its load ot 
slaves which was eold at Jamestown, Vn., 
previous to the arrival of tho Pilgrims. 
Thus was established on this continent 
two separate civilizations, in tho north 
that ot liberty nnd in the south that of 
slavery. Both civilizations spread until 
the inevitable conlliot onme, nnd it ended 
in tho triumph of liberty in 18C5, when 
Lee gave his sword to Grant. 
Graut 


fought not only for liberty but also for 
nationality, the idea set forth in tho Dec- 
laration ot Independence. He wns strong 
and mighty in everything ho did. He 
wns the greatest military hero tl>is coun- 
try has ever known. He is dead, yet he 
lives. He speaks to us to-day. Is Wash- 
ington, or Lincoln, or Gnrfield, or Grant 
dead? Nay, they live in their grand deeds 
of bravery, nnd they speak constantly to 
those iu power. The peroration on death 
included on eloquent tribute to the dead, 
and reference to the fact that General 
Grant died n Christian.

to one feature of his military career 
which has not been generally recog- 
nized—namely that he commanded 
larger armies than either of the four 
great soldiers—Marlborough, Napo 
leon, Frederick or Wellington—and 
that he directed the successful move 
ments of vast masses under his com 
maud over a larger area, "his line of 
battle in 1604, when he became Com 
mander in-Chief of the American er 
rnies, extending from the Potomao 
to the Uio Grande." It is as yet too 
early to estimate his real rank uinocg 
the great Generals of the world, but 
this much may at least be said lie 
commanded larger armies and opera 
ted over larger areas tban any of 
them. Hie plans were more com 
plete and comprehensive, for they 
not only involved tho deioat of tho 
enemy but his capture of armies, so 
that there shovld bo no more men 
left to light 
"More than this, it 


goes to his credit that his armiea 
were not composeeJ of soldiers truin 
ed to the art of war, but of citi/ens 
taken from tbe held, the counting 
rooms, tho shops, and the factories 
Under such circumstances we believe 
he will be .ranked with these foni 
Generals, nnd that in that prune 
quality of a soldier, inaguat-imity, he 
is their superior
